ACT - Safer cycling reforms - minimum overtaking 
distance 


What is the minimum overtaking distance”? 


When overtaking a bicycle, motorists will be required to keep a minimum lateral 
distance of: 


e One metre when overtaking a bicycle where the speed limit applying to the 
length of road is 60km/h or below; and, 

e 1.5 metres when overtaking a bicycle where the speed limit applying to the 
length of road is over 60km/h. 


How will motorists comply with the rule on narrow 
roads such as Northbourne Avenue? 


On Northbourne Avenue, the lane widths range from 1.2m to 1.5m for the bicycle 
lane and 3m to 3.2m for the car lane. In this scenario, if both vehicles travel in the 
middle of their respective lanes, a minimum lateral distance of approximately 1 metre 
would be achieved where the motor vehicle is a Toyota Landcruiser. 


To enable drivers to provide the minimum overtaking distances on narrow roads or 
roads with narrow lanes, the trial will allow motorists to cross centre lines, straddle 
lane-lines and drive on painted islands, provided the driver has a clear view of any 
approaching traffic and that it is safe to do so. Where there is no clear view ahead 
or it is not safe to provide these distances, a driver will need to slow down behind 
the cyclist and wait until it is safe to pass. 


What are the penalties for not adhering to the one 
metre rule? 
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A $215 fine and two demerit points will apply to motorists who fail to comply with the 
rule.

NSW - Cycling safety - Minimum passing distance. 


What are the key features of the rule? 


The rule requires drivers of a motor vehicle to leave a minimum distance when 
passing bicycle riders. The rule requires all drivers to leave at least 1 metre between 
the motor vehicle and a bicycle rider when passing a bicycle rider on a road with a 
speed limit of 60km/h and below. Drivers must leave at least 1.5m when they pass a 
bicycle rider on a road with a speed limit above 60km/h. Drivers need to comply 
whenever they drive past a bicycle rider on a road in NSW. 


Drivers who do not comply with the rule will receive a $349 fine and two demerit 
points. 


Which road rule exemptions apply in order to leave a one 
to 1.5 metre gap? 


Drivers will be exempt from the following rules, as long as they have a clear view of 
approaching traffic and it is safe to pass the bicycle rider to comply with the 
minimum passing distance rule: 


e Keep to the left of the centre of the road (two-way road with no dividing line) 
Keep to the left of the centre of a dividing line - broken and unbroken lines 
Keep off a flat dividing strip i.e. one that is at the same level as the road 
Keep off a flat painted island 
Driving within a single marked lane or line of traffic, including at roundabouts 
Moving from one marked lane to another across a continuous line separating 
the lanes.

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QLD - Cycling safety - Minimum passing distance. 


What are the key features of the rule? 


Motorists must stay wider of bicycle riders by giving a minimum of: 


e {m when passing a bicycle rider in a 60km/h or less speed zone 
or 
e 1.5m where the speed limit is over 60km/h. 


Passing a bicycle rider means that you (as a motorist) and the bicycle rider are 
travelling in the same direction. This includes when you are travelling side-by-side in 
separate lanes on a multi-lane road. It does not apply if you are travelling in opposite 
directions. 


The passing distance is measured from: 


e the rightmost part of the bicycle, or the person on the bicycle 
to 

e the leftmost part of the vehicle, or something sticking out from the vehicle (e.g. 
a side mirror). 


The minimum passing distance applies even if the bicycle rider is riding around an 
obstacle. 


These road rules apply to all motor vehicles—including cars, motorcycles, heavy 
vehicles and public transport vehicles. 


As a motorist, you will get 3 demerit points and a $413 fine if you do not give the 
minimum distance when you pass a bicycle rider. If the matter goes to court, a 
maximum fine of more than $5,500 can apply.
